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DETAILED ACTION 
Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(e) the invention was described in (1) an application for patent, published under section 122(b), by 
another filed in the United States before the invention by the applicant for patent or (2) a patent 
granted on an application for patent by another filed in the United States before the invention by the 
applicant for patent, except that an international application filed under the treaty defined in section 
351(a) shall have the effects for purposes of this subsection of an application filed in the United States 
only if the international application designated the United States and was published under Article 21(2) 
of such treaty in the English language. 

Claims 9, 16-18, 22-24, 27-30 and 33 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as 
anticipated by or, in the alternative, under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as obvious over Barnett. 

Barnett shows an apparatus comprising a removable cover 114, discharge 
conduit 240 and pump 106. 

In response to applicant's arguments, the recitation, for converting the load 
compartment of a vehicle into a tank for carrying liquids, has not been given patentable 
weight because the recitation occurs in the preamble. A preamble is generally not 
accorded any patentable weight where it merely recites the purpose of a process or the 
intended use of a structure, and where the body of the claim does not depend on the 
preamble for completeness but, instead/the process steps or structural limitations are 
able to stand alone. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 
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(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 

Claims 34-35 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over 
Barnett in view of Prosper et al. 

Barnett discloses the claimed invention except for the shape of the cover having 
side walls and a rear wall. It would have been an obvious matter of design choice to 
modify the cover having side walls and a rear wall, since such a modification would 
have involved a mere change in the shape of a component. A change in shape is 
generally recognized as being within the level of ordinary skill in the art. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

Claims 1-8, 10-15, 25-26, and 31-32 are allowed. 

Conclusion 

The prior art made of record and not relied upon is considered pertinent to 
applicant's disclosure. Clarke, Myers and Prosper et al were cited to show further 
examples of vehicles having dispensing pumps.
